Claims 1 and 4 (document 1) 

The subject matters of claims 1 and 4 do not appear to be novel or to involve an inventive step in view of 
document 1 cited in the ISR. 

Document 1 (first example) describes (A) a method for knitting a cylindrical fabric, in which (1) the 
transfer of stitches of cylindrical parts to empty needles of a needle bed and (2) the needle bed racking are 
performed for knitting in rotary movement to connect the cylindrical parts with each other, and (B) knitwear 
fitting the body shape, hence comfortable to wear, obtained by the said method. 

Also for the cylindrical fabric described in document 1, rotary movement is made by racking in the 
direction in which the stitch of a cylindrical part, farthest from the other cylindrical part, is moved in rotation to 
the other cylindrical part, so that the cylindrical parts can be connected with each other (first example and Figs. 
3 and 4). So, the subject matters of claims 1 and 4 of the present application are not different from the invention 
described in document 1 . 

The applicant insists in the written reply dated 17 September, 2004 to the effect that the invention 
described in document 1 does not make connection in such a state that a directionally specific cylindrical part is 
rotated relatively to a predetermined cylindrical part, unlike the present invention. However, claims 1 and 4 of 
the present application do not describe the constitution in which connection is made in such a state that a 
directionally specific cylindrical part is rotated relatively to a predetermined cylindrical part. So, the said 
insistence cannot be accepted. 

Claims 2 and 3 (document 1) 

The subject matters of claims 2 and 3 appear to involve an inventive step in view of the documents cited 
in the ISR 

Document 1 does not describe (A) the method in which after completion of knitting knitwear, rotary 
movement is made in such a manner that the finger bag of a thumb can be turned toward the front side of the 
body, for continuously knitting a glove part and a sleeve part, or (B) the method in which after the said rotary 
movement is made for the finger bag of a thumb, a four-finger cylinder and the finger bag of a thumb are 
continuously knitted to form a five-finger cylinder. On the other hand, the invention of the present application 
employing these methods has an effect that the obtained cylindrical fabric fits the human body structure in the 
respective parts. 
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
